Highlights Health Officers’ Semiannual Meeting 


The California Conference Local Health Officers 
held its sixth midyear meeting Los Angeles, May 
through May 29, 1953. During the three days, reports 
the conference’s interim study committees were 
presented large number public health 
matters. These were considered plenary session and 
recommendations were made for action. 


Dr. Roy Gilbert, Los Angeles County Health Of- 
ficer and president the conference, presided. The 
opening address, Dr. Wilton Halverson, State 
Director Public Health, appears the leading 
article this issue. Guest speaker was Dr. Ernest 
Stebbins, Director the School Hygiene and Public 
Health, Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, Mary- 
land. paper, Concepts Public Health 
Administrations,’’ will appear early issue 
California’s Health. More detailed accounts will also 
given from time time the more important mat- 
ters briefly mentioned below upon which the conference 
recommended action. 


Gamma Globulin 


The conference approved the state plan for distribu- 
tion gamma globulin, and commended the State De- 
partment Health for the way which has 
handled this difficult problem. 


Community Refuse Disposal 


The conference recommended that all local health offi- 
cers take active interest promoting research and 
support existing research methods waste 
and rubbish disposal since this problem now acute 
some parts the State and may become acute all 
areas the State the future. 


Court and Trailer Park Legislation 


The conference requested the State Legislature 
undertake comprehensive study the use trailer 
coaches permanent places abode, such studies 
undertaken interim committee and the var- 
ious state agencies concerned with this problem. The 
resolution was based recognition the fact that 
when existing legislation regulating trailer parks was 
passed 1937 approximately percent trailer 
coaches were used for recreational purposes and only 
for permanent living. Now estimated 
that the reverse true.

The basic supply gamma globulin allotted Cali- 
fornia the Federal Office Defense Mobilization for 
poliomyelitis prophylaxis 177,900 18,000 aver- 
age doses. date (June 15th) 83,000 this supply 
has been received the State Department Public 
Health for redistribution local health departments. 
Each local health jurisdiction designated distrib- 
ute gamma globulin the state plan has received 
initial supply equal one-third its basic allotment. 


Criteria have yet released from the Federal 
Office Defense Mobilization defining the use 
gamma globulin for community-wide prophylaxis 
where epidemic situations develop. However, prelim- 
ary planning under way this department 
ready for possible mass prophylactic efforts, should 
the need arise California. addition, plans are 
being developed national, state, and local levels 
collect data the use gamma globulin this summer.

Restaurant Act Interpreted 
Attorney General 


That the Restaurant Act does not apply private 
which serve food members only, nor food 
cooked home kitchens for sale the public special 
events was recent opinion the Attorney General. 
was given response request from the State 
Director Health. 


The opinion concerning the application the 
Restaurant Act private clubs based upon the con- 
tention that private club does not come within the 
scope Section 28602 the Health and Safety Code. 
This section designed regulate the operation 
commercial establishments engaged the business 
food the public, but these clubs serve food 
members and their guests only, not un- 
restricted basis all who are willing pay for it. 


also the opinion the Attorney General that 
private home kitchens not come under the Restau- 
rant Act even though the food from such kitchens may 
find intermittent casual commercial use. 


This opinion interpretation state law and 
does not apply local laws regulations.

The State Board Health recently amended 
regulations the California Administrative Code 
permit the use penicillin ointment alternative 
silver nitrate solution the prophylaxis ophthal- 
mia neonatorum the eyes the newborn. The State 
Department Public Health will continue supply 
without cost ‘‘all physicians, midwives, and other 
persons lawfully engaged the practice 
wax ampules percent silver nitrate solution. Peni- 
cillin ointment will not available from the depart- 
ment. 


Since 1915, administration silver nitrate solution 
immediately after birth has been mandatory Cali- 
fornia. The purpose has been prevent blindness 
infants from acute infectious conjunctivitis gonor- 
rheal other origin. Careful studies the use 
penicillin for the same purpose have been 
for several years. Among these was study made 
the University California Hospital and the San 
Children’s Hospital for four years from 
1949-52 under the Department Ophthalmology 
the Medical School. Their conclusion was that 
penicillin ointment should used hospitals for the 
prophylaxis the eyes the newborn. 


July, 1951, committee was appointed the State 
Department Public Health consider the change 
regulations and review the literature the subject. 
Staff members the Bureaus Venereal Diseases, 
Maternal and Child Health, Acute Communicable Dis- 
eases, and hospitals and the Division Preventive 
Medical Services made the committee. After review 
the literature this committee decided favorably for 
change the administrative code allow the use 
penicillin. 

The matter was then presented the Disease Con- 
trol and Laboratory Committee and the Committee 
Administrative Practices the California Conference 
Local Health Officers, and the proposed change was 
approved both committees. hoc committee 
the California State Medical Association, made 
ophthalmologist, obstetrician, and pediatri- 
cian, also approved. 


The state board, after public hearing Los An- 
geles May 26th, adopted the proposed revision. Chap- 
ter Subchapter Section 2560, Title 17, California 
Administrative Code, now states, percent silver 
nitrate solution wax ampules and penicillin ointment 
(ophthalmic) 100,000 are approved prophy- 
lactics for conjunctivitis, acute infectious the new- 
born (ophthalmia neonatorum).’’

Suspected Case Smallpox 


suspected case smallpox, which laboratory tests 
later proved negative, was reported the State 
Department Public Health recently the 
County Health Department. The patient was Mexican 
national who became ill and developed rash the day 
arrived Merced with group workers brought 
from Mexicali chartered bus for agricultural work 
the San Joaquin Valley. 


The case was clinically diagnosed adult chicken- 
pox, but his recent arrival from Mexico and the possi- 
bility that might have mild case smallpox justi- 
fied ‘‘administrative’’ diagnosis smallpox. The 
private physician who first saw the case and medical 
personnel the local and state health departments 
making the diagnosis. The patient was 
immediately isolated and every precaution taken 
prevent the spread infection. Investigation showed 
his contacts had been limited companions the 
chartered bus. All were revaccinated immediately. 


Tests which gave negative results for smallpox were 
run the viral and rickettsial disease laboratory the 
State Department Public Health and the labora- 
tory the University California Hospital.

The epidemiological approach chronic illnesses, 
such heart disease, therefor rendered inordinately 
because the lack definition the causa- 
tive factors. addition the integrated work epi- 
demiologists, laboratory scientists, and biostatisticians, 
other areas enterprise such sociology, 
and anthropology will have 
rated into the total research effort. For may well 
that heart disease and other chronic ailments, formerly 
thought wholly derivable from physical source, 
are equally impelled into destructive being social 
forces, mental and emotional deviations, and deleterious 
patterns.

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Occupational Factors Lung Cancer 
Studied Under Grant 

The State Health Department has completed the 
first stage investigation factors 
lung cancer. Lung cancer has increased rapidly dur- 
ing the past years, and much more prevalent 
men than women. few occupations had been impli- 
factors this disease, especially those involv- 
ing exposure radioactive ores. the present study 
the department obtained detailed, lifelong occupa- 
tional histories from 518 lung cancer patients and from 
equal number persons the same age and sex 
serving controls. Analysis the data suggests that 
several additional occupations are possibly implicated 
these include welding, overhead crane operations with 
exposure metal fumes, stationary and marine boiler 
operations, metal mining (lead, zine and copper), and 
oil drilling.
